The weather Saturday and other ci 


cumstances combined made a bad mess o 
the bicycle meet which had been so ex 
tensively advertised to take place on th 
fairgrounds Saturday afternoon. Itraine 
nearly all the forenoon and the result wa 
that the track was in no condition fo 
races, and it also rained in the afternoon 
although the storm abated for a fe 
hours in the middle of the day. Thi 
made the question of whether the race 
could be run or not a vexing one to de 
cide, and one that finally led, in connec 
tion with other things, to serious unpleai 
antness and the lodging of Mr. Stowe 
the promoter of the meet, in the polic 
station. 


Readers of the local papers are familia 


with what had been done up to Saturday 
They will recall the fact that F. W. Stow 
of Conway recently came to this town 
and started the enterprise, the plan being 
to gather a number of good riders her 
and to have them compete in races o 
various kinds for substantial prizes. Suel 
an event would insure a good day's spor 
and the local wheelmen welcomed Mr 
Stowe to this field and did what they 
could to encourage and aid him in his un 
dertuking. 


Tbe matter was well advertised and soon 


entries for the races began to be receive! 
from all quarters. There were abou 
sixty entries in all and last Friday th' 
wheelmen from a distance began to arrive 
Saturday those living nearer to the town 
began to report and there were between 
forty and filly on hand. When they go 
here they asked to see the prizes anc 
learned that the articles were in the ex 
press office marked c. o. d. They £ 
learned that there was no such organiza 
tion as the Hoosac Valley Wheelmen 
under whose auspices they had been given 
to understand tbe meet was to be held 
and they could not find any such man as 
F. Leonard, whose name had been signed 
to correspondence and telegrams as secre 
tary of the Hoosac Valley-Wheelmen 
They found that Mr. Stowe had been do- 
ing the whole business and their suspi 
cions were aroused. To put it in their 
own language, they mads up their minds 
that tbe whole thing was a, 
"skin 


game,"

erable expense in 'getting here, began 
to 
grow uneasy. 
Accordingly when 


Mr. Stowe announced that the meet woulc 
be postponed on account of the rain some 
of them lost their patience entirely anc 
began to clamor for the return of their 
entrance fees. A majority of the riders ad- 
mitted that the races were out of the 
question, owing to the condition of the 
track, and if Mr. Stowe had had their con- 
fidence there would have been no trouble. 
But so many had come to the conclusion 
that he was trying to beat them that they 
wanted to get their entrance fees back 
and go home, with no thought of ever 
returning to take part in the postponed 
meet. 


Mr. Stowe refused to refund any money, 


whereupon a number of the wheelmen 
who had before been unea°y became tur- 
bulent and demonstrative. 
They followed Mr. Stowe on the street 
and were soon joined by a lot of boys and 
other curious persons. The clamor grew 
louder and it soon began to look as though 
violence would result. 
Mr. Stowe 


:urned from Main street into Bank street 
and sought refuge in tha TRANSCRIPT 
office. The mob surged about the building 
and some of Its members, particularly a 
stalwart colored man, seemed very anx- 
ious to get at Mr. Stowe. The disturb- 
ance attracted a big crowd and officers 
were obliged to clear the walks. After 
•hingshad quieted down somewhat Mr. 
Stowe left the office by a rear door and 
passed in the rear of the bank and Sibley 
ouilding3 to Main street. The mob soon 
earned of this move and took after him 
ike a pack of hounds. Chief of Police 
Fuller and Sheriff Moloney saw the move- 
ment and, fearing the affair would termi- 
nate in violence, they followed on. Mr. 
Stowe turned down Caurcu street, and 
Ihief Fuller jumped into a passing team 
,o follow. Sheriff Moloney passed through 
by the Congregational church to Summer 
street and met Mr. Stowe, who was much 
agitated, asked Mr. Moloney who he was, 
and when informed that he was a sheriff 
seemed to be greatly relieved. The mob 
was hot on the trail and Sheriff Moloney, 
oined shortly afterwards by Sheriff Frink 
and Chief Fuller, took Mr. Stowe to the 
police station for protection. The mob 
was stopped at the door, and after being 
talked to a short time by the officers it 
dispersed. Sheriff Moloney decided later 
o hold Mr. Stowe on the charge ot dis- 
urbing the peace and he was locked up. 
Several newspaper men interviewed Mr. 


Stowe at the police station. 
He said he 


lad felt no fear of the mob, but had tried 
3 escape in order to avoid a controversy 
>n the street. He said the wheelmen had 
o justification for their action, that the 
rack was in no condition for racing, as 
the majority admitted, and that it was 
staleJ on the entry blackj that the meet 
would be postponed if the day was rainy, 
In regard to the prizes still being in the 
espreas office he said he depended on the 
gate receipts to pay ior them, and he 
could not understand why fault should 
be lound about that. He claimed that he 
had done everything squarely and that 
the meet would be held next Saturday, 
provided tbe sanction of the- L. A, W. 
could be obtained and that date would 
be agreeable to the men who had entered.

These were 
years of struggle and trial for the society. 
Once its membership reached ninety-five 
but again fell to only twelve, and then 
the society's quartets were changed to 
the present Hibernian hall. 
Here it 


stayed for four or five years. Each even- 
ing found its rooms open and lighted till 
10 o'clock and each month there was a 
business meeting and a religious service. 
Brave hearts and strong hands kept stead- 
ily on iu the temperance cause in the days 
when there was but little promise of the 
prosperous society of today.

The Father Mathew cadets ol North 


Adams have not only been ncccdit to their 
society but they have been a subject for 
community pride. They h^ve had their 
full share of success in the many compet- 
itive drills in which they have taken pail 
and have made themselves thoroughly te- 
spected by all their rivals. 


It was llev. Fr. Coylc, curate of St. 


Francis parish, who brought about the 
organization of the Father Mathew ca- 
dets of North Adams, April 20,187S. Thos 
D. Lynch was made first captain and the 
late Henry M. Lyons, father of postmaster 
Lyons, was first drill master. To the lat- 
ter gentleman great credit is due fcr his 
splendid service in the early work of the 
company. His labor was unceasing and 
his pride in the company was a part ot 
his life. Within a month 1.25 young 
men were enlisted. This original com- 
pany was the one that added so much to 
the dedicatory services of the soldiers' 
monument. In 1880 the original company 
disbanded. This was the first cadet com- 
pany to be organized in the diocese, and 
'twas really the cause'of the St. Johns 
cadet's organization in Worcester, as it 
was a remnant of this company which 
marched to the depot to welco ne the del- 
egates of a. Catholic convention held hero 
in the year 1882, that so impressed Father 
McCoy of Worcester who was present, 
that on big return home he began the or- 
ganization of the St. Johns. 


In July, 1883, the cadels ' were reorgan- 


ised with Henry S. Lyons as captain. 
This reorganisation was brought about by 
that fust and earnest friend of the cadcte, 
James A. Bradley, and who perhaps may 
be called the father of the company. Col. 
Merriam was another loyal friend. Heart 
and sbul he and Capt. Lyons set about 
drilling the company.

than four months aiter organizing, the 
boys attendee! their first field day at 
Springfield, and took third prize in, com- 
petition with cadets from Worcester, Tur- 
ners Falls and Central Falls, B. I.

Westfield. In 18S8 they drilled at Green- 
field against the St. Jobni of Worcester, 
the St. Annes of Worcester, the Ht.

The Flrat Oreniilzatlon Of It* Kind 


In the State 


During the month of January, 1880, the 


sympathy of several young women of St. 
Francis parish was aroused by the finan- 
cial distress of the Father Hatbew Tem- 
perance society. They were without coal 
for the winter and owed the janitor a 
year's salary, and were in arrears with the 
rent of their rooms. The young women 
thought that a society .with.temperance as 
its object was too noble and too much 
needed to b<xlat die for lack of help and 
encouragement, so they banded them- 
selves together and asked that a commit- 
tee be appointed to meet them and con- 
sult as to the best means of helping the 
society. The committee received their 
suggestions joyfully and for the following 
three months the ladies gave a certain 
amount of money each and worked to get 
other women interested. In March the 
ladies met and organized themselves into 
a society, taking the name of the Ladies' 
Temperance Aid society, and elected Miss 
Eli/.a, Macksey as its first president. It 
has the honor of being the first ladies' 
temperance society m this state. After

its organisation new members came in 
rapidly and in a short time the Father 
Mathew society was on its feet and moved 
into more commodious quarters on Eagle 
street. The ladies now turned their atten- 
tion to the society's library. This they 
replenished with several hundred vol- 
umes of the best authors. Both the ladies 
and men used this library and it was a 
source of much improvment and pleasure 
to them. In speaking of the various ways 
in which the ladies helped, some very 
amusing stories could be told, and the 
ladies never fail to smile when they re- 
member bringing their thimbles and 
needles to sew fancy cuffs and collars on 
blue woolen shirts to make blouse waists

for the first cadets. Arranging entertain- 
ments has always been an important part 
of their work, and among its members are 
young people who can perform graceful 
dances, intricate marches in a highly 
creditable manner, while in the dramatic 
and musical line, they rank among the 
best amateurs of the town.

It is a hopeful sign for the 
future to see the amount of interest that 
the younger members show in regard to 
the prosperity of the temperance society.

was organized April 8, 1891, thiongh the 
efforts of Peter Powers, who has worked 
incessantly in the temperance cau*e lor 
the past twenty years. The society started 
with fifteen charter members, and the 
number in good standing now is about sev- 
enty. 


The officers elected the first year were, 


Peter Powers,president; John Holleran, 
\icepresident; William Gavin, recording 
secretary; John J. Powers, financial sec- 
retary ; James Murphy, treasurer. This is 
not the flrst Father Mathews society that 
has existed in Adams. There were others, 
but each previous society succumbed for 
different reasons. Profiting by the fail- 
ures of the past the present society has en- 
deavored to overcome previous causes of 


delegated to purchase the laud for the 
new building. He associated with him- 
self Henry S. Lyons. 


April 15,1889, is the date of the deed, 


transferring the society's land on Centre 
street from Rhoda B.,' Martha A. and 
Hannah F. Streetei- to the Father Mathew 
society. 
The deed calls for a front of 


86.9 
feet and a depth of 243.4 feet. The 


price paid was f8600. 


At its annual meeting February 6,1893, 


the society took up for informal discus- 
sion the matter of building on its Centre 
street lot. The four years since the pur 
chase of the site for the home had 
seen $4750 of the debt of $8600, incurred 
for the land, paid off. 
With this fact as 


encouragement and the assured,prosperity 
of the society, the members felt war- 
ranted in going ahead ,with the building 
arrangements. 
Accordingly the follow 


ing committee was then appointed to se 
cure estimates and report what in its 
judgment was best to be done: C. F. 
'Harden, T. F. Loftus, John Larkin, Thom- 
as Connors, William Brown and James A. 
Bradley. This committee within a few 
days decided on building and Col. Mer- 
riam was directed to draw plans for a 
building. 


At a meeting May 14,1893, the question 


of building was formerly brought before 
the society. It was voted 62 to 10 to go 
on with the building at ones. The seven 
trustees of the society, James A. Bradley, 
Peter Keefe, John Larkin, Thomas F. 
Loftus, C. F. Harden, William Brown and 
P. W. Bowes, then president, together

with Henry S. Lyons and Thomas Con- 
nors, Sr., were appointed as a building 
committee to prosecute the work. Col. 
Merriam designed the building to the sat- 
isfaction of all. Work was begun in the 
summer of 1893 and pushed rapidly to 
completion. 


The description of the building may be 


short, for it is one well known to all, for 
not only does it embrace the much fre- 
quented and social rooms of the society, 
but several enterprising business firms 
and the popular Columbia opera house as 
well. The building is of brick trimmed 
with brown stone and granite. It has a 
frontage of 50 feet and is a 136 feet deep.

ganization looking toward temperance. 
And while we welcome our temperance 
visitors, here is to hoping they may leave 
homething cf temperance spirit behind 
them. 


LABOR DAY ANNIVERSARY. 


The first of September is a. very fitting 


time for the "Labor Day" observance. It 
is the beginning of the harvest season 
when the fruits of the earth are gathered 
into barns, and the" reward of the year s 
husbandry is paid to agricultural toil, 
from of old and ever to be the only essen- 
tial provider for human want. 


And it is well to observe "Labor Day" 


with gratitude and jubilation, as it was 
well for this nation to observe Fourth of 
July. But, as Fourth of July was devoted 
to a consideration of the ca uses and the 
obligations of American independence, so 
it were well for "Labor Day" to consider 
how it was and by what means its present 
advantageous estate has come to be. 


It has taken much time tc bring round 


this festivity of labor. 
Reckoning from 


the birth ot'Christ at Bethlehem in Judea, 
nearly 
nineteen 
hundred years have 


labored to bring it forth. A nd but for the 
transforming power of those years of 
ministry, but for that birth in the manger 
and that death on the cross, not nineteen 
centuries, but much more extended and 
weary travail would have awaited human 
labor, before, in tbis land and mthi-,l>me, 
it could have had any such anniversary as 
it DOW observes. Outside of all thoology 
and creeds, as the most certain fact ni his- 
tory, the beginning of the amelioration of j 
labor starts from the person and the mes- 
sage of the Son of Mun. Of all mankind, 
those who have been bovted down and 
heavy laden should most re', ere and cher- 
ish that benignant goodness and wisdom. 


But it has not been wholly the institu- 


tions directly connected withchristianity> 
from which the amelioration of labor has 
corut. That liberation and cie% clopmtnt 
of the human mind which ehrittiacity 
has caused has contributed in these 
later centuries more \isi')ly than the 
church. For, left to its <>wn resources,' 
there is nothing in the meie numbers of 
human labor that would h.n-o brought it 
to<what of advantage it now enjoys. It is 
because the c onstantly inciea&ing intelli- 
gence of mankind in the end benefits la- 
bor, that its past lias been progressive and 
its future is bright with hope. Despite 
Christianity, it was not until the use of 
gunpowder in warfare that the toiling 
masses of Europe had any fair chance of 
freedom. The warrior ai Istociacies in 
their suits of mail, and trained to arm? .is> 
ft jaalously exclusive profession, could 
never have been thrust from their place 
of power by the multitudes whose labor 
they exacted and whose gains they lav- 
ished. Gunpowder was the first great 
equalizer of persons, and modern deinoo* 
raey begins with Us use in war. 


But gunpowder could not undo all the 


past. It hud been m use several hundred 
yearsbefore the Reign of Terror in Prance, 
and labor had its heaviest burdens still to 
bear. For that outburst of tumult ami 
revenge was but the recoil of outraged 
and overburned human toil, forced upon 
one-third of the soil of France, and under 
most Depressive restrictions, to support In 
idleness and waste the Nobles and the 
Clergy, who monopolized all privileges 
and occupied two-thirds oi the laud. 


Clearly invention and intelligence alone 


could not deliver labor from the pit into 
which it had fallen, or n ther had been 
forced. Besides aid, it needed oppor- 
tunity and this it could no'^flnd in .Europe, 
where aristocracy and privilege weic or- 
ganized and intrenched. This opportu- 
nity the. United States hah furnished to a 
greater degree than the world has thus 
far known. But here also the conflict of 
rival principle;! had to be ibught out." In 
the Mayflower came republican institu- 
tions based upon free and ' espected labor, 
and at Jamestown, in Virginia, was begun 
the toil of slaves. Our civil war grew out 
of these two facts, and tta>> fought for the 
cause of labor. In that war the May- 
flower and the FJgiims triumphed, and 
labor has the benefit of th<- blood and the 
treasure that were spent. 


If anywhere in this world among human 


institutions and tbe places connected with 
their birth, the reverence and gratitude of 
laboring men should go out toward Ply- 
mouth Rock, and the prii cip!es of gov- 
ernment and social ord'jr which the 
founders of Massachusetts first planted oa 
this soil. If any state should have the 
loyalty of its laboring men, Massachusetts 
should. If any citizenship should feed 
constantly from the fount of early pur- 
pose and aspiration, her citizenship 
should. And, of all her citizens, those who 
celebrate "Labor Day" should most rever- 
ently do this, for under her leadership 
Hid influence has come to them most of 
Wbftt that anniversary sta' ids for.

He 
was a true friend antl an open foe, and bis 
dominant personality hao let I its abiding 
impress upon the fortunes of St. Francis 
parish and the people he loved so well 
and to whom his life was given. 


TALK ON SOCIALISM. 


AN OPEN AIR SOCIALIST LABOR MEET- 


ING SUNDAY AT THE MONUMENT. 


Herbert N. Casson of Boston Talks on 


Social Conditions and Solutions. 


A mass meeting was held yesterday af- 


ternoon at the soldiers' monumsnt on 
Main street under the nuspices of the Sc- 
cialiat Labor party. It was not generally 
advertised and not very many were pt es- 
ent whei' the speaking commenced. The 
number increased during the address ana 
at its close there was a fair attendance. 
The chairman of the meeting was Fred 
Hoedecker of Adams. James W. Cole had 
the management of the meeting. The 
speaker \\as Herbert N. Cas&on of Boston? 
who is at present at work establishing a 
labor church at Lynn, the first in this 
country. The church is pledged to thu 
socialistic idea and has a house for meet- 
ings and a small publishing house to di&- 
seminate literature. 


Mr. C'asbon spoke over half an hour and 


did not present anything new in s'ocuil- 
istic thought. 
He prese'nted the social 


conditions fiom his party's, standpoint, 
end proposed the usual remedy for the 
social inequalities that exist. He began 
by showing the appropriatness of working 
men holding Sunday open-air meetings 
for the consideration of their condition. 
His argument in this was that six days 
the workingmen labored, and only the 
seventh was left to him for such purposes, 
and besides no corporation has control of 
the sunshine, air or public streets. The 
subject he announced was "Trades Union- 
ism,".which was, he. believed, not a sub- 
ject for workingmen only, but for all. It 
was simply, what can we do to better our 
condition to make ourselves healthy, 
strong, intellectual and happj. Forty 
millions of us in America, have to earn 
our daily bread by working six days, he 
said, and so it is proper to talk on the sub- 
jert announced. The thing is not-new, he 
explained, but is of interest to all who 
wished shorter hours, higher wages and 
every mother who likes to have her child 
fed and clothud. The average working- 
man dies at thirty-eight years of age, and 
should consider how to lengthen his life- 
the speaker thought. The question is a 
moral one. 11 involves whether a man 
shall be made a tramp, he continued, and 
his best manhood taken away from him. 
Whatever tends- to give better wages, 
shorter hours and make happier homes 
and healthier people is a moral mutter. 
Tramps generally do nut become tramps 
by choice, nor men become thriftless 
without cause. We must educate our- 
selves in these things for it seems thope 
who have time and books will not do it.

pcptoffice and railroad corporation. 
Ho 


showed no profits were made for individ- 
uals in the post office, but there were in 
the railroad; that the poor man could buy 
aatampa'.i cheaply as the rich, but that 
the poor paid two cents and a half a mile 
for riding on the railroad vi iiile the rich 
bought, a mileage book nnd rode cheaper. 
As a solution of the problem lie advocated 
the ballot. He did not want the present 
conditions destroyed and a new >5tart made 
which would givo the competitive system 
over again, but lie did want the taking of 
all producing agencies and the operation 
of them all for the general public. If 
things continue as they are now in ten 
years we will not be able lo pay the inter- 
est on our national debt. 


Mr. Casbou mentioned some famous peo- • 


pie that thought as the socialist party 
docs and then outlined its faith. Its creed 
was, "Tiiou shall not steal, nor be stolen 
from; thou shalt not rob nor be robbed."

Knocked Senseless. Dragged Several Feet, 


Sustaining a Wound on the Head. 


Three young men, John Caswell, Arthur 


Clegborn and Harry Dick, drove to Pow- 
nal yesterday and on their return an acci- 
dent happened about ICO feet this side of 
the dugway crossing 


Mr. Caswell was driving a young, spir- 


ited horse and when they crossed the rail- 
road track the animal became frightened. 
A party of gypsies were, encamped near 
the road, a short distance irom the track, 
and the horse, in its nervous condition, 
received another shock at the presence of 
the gypsy's tent and the luggage lying 
along the roadside. 


The animal bounded against the em- 


bankment that lines the right hand side 
of the road, with such force that Mr. 
Cleghorn, who was sitting nearest the 
bank, and Mr. Caswell, who was sitting in 
the middle, were1 thrown out with great 
force. Mr. Caswell kept his grip on the 
lines and his fall was partly broken by 
another sudden jump of the horse. Mr. 
Dick reached out and got hold of the 
lines, but not until Mr. Caswell had been 
dragged several feet over rough stones. 


Mr.Dick pulled the horse' to a stand- 


still aud looked around. 
Mr. Cleghorn 


sat on a rock, holding his head in his 
hands and groaning. 
In the morning he 


sank into unconsciousness.' Mr. Caswell 
had regained his feet, the horse was taken 
care of by one of the gypsies and with 
Mr. Dick and several of the 
gypsies 


did what they could for Mr. Cleghorn re- 


j lief. In a short time the unconscious 


man regained his senses. He sustained a 
wound on the head, which was covered 
with plaster procured from the gypsies, 
and his shoulder was bruised.

The men got into the buggy and hast- 
| ened homeward. Mr. Caswell's cut on

HOW THE MEN LIVE. 


Interesting Facts in Connection With the 


Fitchburg Company's Workmen. 


The work being done by the Fitchburg 


railroad company on the depot grounds 
has been spoken of in this paper several 
times, and is in plain sight of all who 
visit the depot or vicinity, but there are 
some interesting facts concerning the way 
the workmen live, with which the public 
is not so familiar. 


The force consists of about twelve men 


who are under the direction of foreman 
Michael Kelleher. 
The home, of the men 


while they work here and, at other places 
along the road is composed of three cars, 
one being used as a kitchen, one for stor- 
age and one for 'sleeping purposes. The 
sleeping car ia an old passenger coach that 
has been supplied with comfortable bunks, 
and which answers its purpose admirably, 
as do the other cars the, purposes for 
which they are used. 


The steward and cook is John O'Connor 


He purchases the food and prepares it for 
the table, and as he buys the provisions in 
arge quantities a considerable saving is 
made. At- the end of the week the ex- 
penses are figured up and shared equally 
by the men, who seldom have to pay over 
|2 each, and aa there is no rent to pay this 
makes pretty cheap living. But small as 
is the cost, the men live well. They have 
meat, lish and vegetables, bread and but- 
ter, tea and coffee, with certain delicacies 
that go to make up a Hist class table. The 
quantity is always abundant, and lucky is 
the man who is always sure of three as 
substantial meals a day as these men have. 


This manner of living gives the men a 


home close to their work, and makes 
them very comfortable at small expense. 
The men like the arrangement, for it en- 
courages and enables them to save money, 
as most of them arc doing.

The 6recnlieUI Society. 


The Father Mathew Temperance socie- 


ty of Greenfield wes organized October 29, 
1882. Rev. Mark E. Purcell invited Rev. 
John J. McCoy, the president of the 


Spripgflcld Diocesan union, to come to 
Greenfield and give a lecture on temoer- 
ance, which he did on October 27,1882, 
and on the 29th the society was organized 
with seventeen members. It was pre- 
dicted at that time that a temperance so- 
ciety would not live six months, but the 
membership increased rapidly until they 
had sixty members, and through >-ome 
dissatiolaetion the membership Legtn to 
decrease until all they could boast of was 
nine members, and it seemed as if the pre- 
diction made at the time they were or- 
ganized was to come true, but the nine 
who remained were true patriots in the 
cause of temperance, and while struggl- 
ing against great oddstliey began to grad- 
ually increase until they had a member- 
ship of ninety. 


Of the members who organized in 1882 


but two remain, Edward Donovan and 
John Bulman, who are still active mem- 
bers of the organization. In 1888 they se- 
cured the field day and convention of the 
diocese and held the most successful field 
day that was held up to that time. They 
first introduced the big tent whereby 
they were enabled to serre cinner to fif- 
teen hundred persons at each sitting, and 
the system has been tollowed by other 
societies who held the Field day. They 
were incorporated in 1695 and have bought 
a building lot on which they propose to 
erect a building in the near future as a 
home for the society. 


The society is at present in a pro^p'rous 


financial condition, and have se\enty-iive 
members.

The Father Matthew society of the Sa

For a 
number of years the society prospered 
wonderfully, but a reaction set in so that 
jn July, 1883, it had dwindled in member- 
ship to seven. By the untiring efforts of

The old Father Mnthew society of Pitts- 


field, which has for years fought the battle 
against rum al, the county seat, was or- 
ganized February 1,1874, by Rev. Thomas 
Smyth with Clement Coogau as its first 
president, and with but a few earnest 


men. 
The society has never for a moment 


in all the twenty-or.c years of its exis- 
tence shirked the work which was laid 
out for it at that time. Today it beasts

It held its first 
meetings for a long time in the old school 
house on the Williamstown road. Unfor- 
tunately for the society, perhaps fortu- 
nately, this school house belonged to the

time i go and is now a tenement building. 
The sale of the old house made the society 
•eek a new home and taught it the valua- 
ble lesson of attempting to be independ- 
ent of such conditions. Consequently it 
obtained the privilege of holding meet- 
ings in the hall over '.he Blaukinton store 
and set itself more vigorously to acquiring 
a home for itself. A new home, to cost 
about |6000, is now in course of construe 
tion and will be ready forocc upancy about 
November 13, it is believed. This new 
home is situated on the Main street of the 
village and will be of artistic architecture. 
The membership of the society has fluc- 
tuated, but on the whole it has been a 
good and model one. It now numbers 
•boat forty. It has done much towards 
the morals of the community from which 
It draws support and a good number of 
young men have gone ont from its in- 
fluence to lead worthy and useful lives. 
A little over a week ago the Ladies'Aid 
society was formed as an auxiliary, and has 
already forty-five members, showing that 
the women of Blackinton as well as the 
men are deeply interested in the cause of 
temperance. It is to be regretted that 
this auxiliary has not yet chosen perma- 
nent officers so that it could be justly 
recognized by a, portrait oi its president 
appearing in this issue.

They are strong advocates of tem- 
perance and take much pride in the flpur- 
shing Temperance society. Their assist- 
ance and counsel sre ever ready.

Eev. Charles E. Burke, under whose 


pastorate the Father Mathew society has 
attained its present high development 
and acquired its fine new home, !s an 
cninost, temperance man. He was born 
in Worcester, Ko\ ember 25,1845 and re- 
ceived most of his education in that city. 
He graduated from its public schools and 
enUiiod Holy Cross college, one of the 
principal educational institutions of that 
city of noted schools. He was graduated 
from it in 18GB with high honors, and in 
"3SG9 entered Troy theological seminary. 
-Three years later, May 25, 1372, ho was 
ordained to the ministry by Bishop Me- 
Hedry. After the oidination he was 
chosen assistant to Vicar General Healy

great. Its history, like the early history 
of all churches, shows much unselfishness 
and devotion and persistent labor against 
what were seemingly insurmountable ob- 
stacles. The first mass was celebrated in 
North Adams in Kyan's house in the 
"Union" over half a century ago. Eev. 
Father Calahan was celebrant and to his 
early labors St. Francis parish owes its ex- 
istence. In 184S Rev. Father Cavanaugh, 
pastor of the Pittsfield parish, established 
a mission in this town on the foundation 
prepared by Father Calahan, and cele- 
brated mass in different Catholic homes- 
Rsv. Father Cuddihy succeeded Father 
Cavanaugh in Pittsfield and at the same 
time took charge of the North Adams 
mission. The first property of which the 
parish became provided was the Galligan 
property in River street. This was used

for parish purposes for some years. In 
1S56 the parish got its first house of wor- 
ship. It was located on Center street and 
fnr mar v years was used by the pariah. 
About'1860 Rev. Edward II. Percell succeed 
ed] Father Cuddihy at Pittsfield and Rev. 
Charles Lynch wasappointed his assistant. 
This appointment meant much for the 
North Adams parish and for the whole 
town. Father Lynch, from the beginning 
ofhis minishy in these parts as Father 
Percell's assistant until his death in this 
town, was one of the most active men of 
tho Kcos>ac valley for the exaltation and 
enlightenment ot its people. His sturdy, 
positive ckaiaeter wrought wonders in 
his town in its :nosb turbulent times. In 
November, 3 862, Father Lynch was ap- 
}jolr.teci pa!>lor oi SI. Francis parish. His 
pastorate from the beginning wascrowned 
with success. InlSffiheboughtahouseand 
lot on Eagle itrect and on that spot the 
present magnificent church building was 
erected. The corner-stone was laid in the 
summer of 18S7, and the building was com- 
pleted Mid dedicated in July, 1869. Under 
Father Lyneh's pastorate St. Joseph's 
school building was erected, and a house 
adjoining, wnich served until recently as 
the parish house. Father Lynch died 
May 30,1383, and his remains rest in the 
plot in front ot the church, which is a 
monument to his successful efforts. The 
funeral was one of the most imposing in 
tho history of the parish and marked both, 
the end and beginning of an epoch in it- 
His grave is marked with a modest granite 
stone, and it is a spot revered by every 
member of the parish. After the death of 
Father Lynch, Rev. Charles E. Burke was 
appointed pastor of tUe church and has 
held it until this day. A short sketch of 
his work in the parish would come more 
properly under a brief personal mention 
and will be reserved for that. St. Francis 
parish hag had a number of very devoted 
pastors and assistants. Those of the pas- 
tors who have had more to do than others 
with the establishment of the temperance 
society and its development are spoken of

of Chicopee, but held that humble posi- 
tion for a short time only. 


He was soon made the assistant of the 


Rev. J. J. McDcrmott of the cathedral, 
Springfield. In years after his appoint- 
ment to that office the cathedral parish 
was divided and Father Burke became 
pastor of the cathedral part. He re- 
mained there until 1883 when he was ap- 
pointed to St. Francis parish in this town, 
where his life's work has been- done. 


Father Burke became early noted for 


his oratory and today there is not a more 
moving speaker in these parts. While he 
was attending Worcester high 
school 


Go ?eruor Bullock offered prizes for ora- 
tory and -for' two successive years' Mr. 
Burke won the Bullock medal. These 
victories were in 1866 and 1866. In college 
he gained more oratorical triumphs and 
was conceded the best orator in the insti- 
tution. 
He made a life-long friend of 


Father Kelly, his professor of rhetoric 
and philosophy. 


Father Burke possesses much organizing 


and executive ability. 
While at Spring- 


fieldie re-modeled the parochtei. school 
bufltfirlfe antfVfteeted the convent, "which 
became the mother house of the Sisters of 
St. Joseph. He proved to be a valuable 
saccessor of Falmer Lynch and demon- 
stated the wisdom of his appointment.The 
great efforts of Father Lynch of course 
incurred a great indebtedness and when 
Father Burke assumed the pastorate here 
the parish was heavily burdened. A debt 
of $40,000 confronted him as well as the 
needs of a growing parish. The debt he 
reduced rapidly and he met every condi- 
tion successfully. In 1888 he purchased 
the Boland property on Union street and 
added it to the parish property. St. 
Joseph's school building was opened and 
greatly improved by him and is undergo- 
ing extensive improvements at the pres- 
ent time. The convent for the Sisters 
of St. Joseph, who form the teaching 
corps of the school, was made out of a 
tenement building, which was largely re- 
modeled. The church has been painted

and frescoed and was consecrated with 
imposing ceremony October 4,1887. 
Ee- 


cently the Arnold property on Eagle 
street was purchased by Father Bnrke 
and has been transformed into one of the 
finest parochial residences in this county. 


Father Burke has passed a, life of .con- 


secrated service to his church. In Hay, 
1873, a beautiful shrine was erected and 
unveiled by him at the twenty-first anni- 
versary of his entering the priesthood. He 
is, a charitable and worthy man and/lias 
made a deep impression on the population 
of North Adams. His parish has doubled 
under his care and is increasing rapidly. 
There is one great regret at this grand 
field day and thut is that Father Burke is 
not present to enjoy the event. A wish 
arises, however, and that is that he may 
return safe and well from across the seas.

l SI. Charles' Church. Adam*. 


Rev Dennis C. Moran, pastor of St. 


Charles' church at Adams and of the 
Church of the Assumption at Cheshire, 
was born in Tnflan, county Kilkenney, 
Ireland, June 11,1S41. He .received his 
early education in schools at Water ford, 
first in the Christian brother's school and 
later in St. John's college. After coming 
to this country in 1859, Father Moran en- 
tered Holy Cross college at Worcester, 
from which he was graduated June 3, 
1863, taking the highest honors of his 
clan. He then went to Pans anil began 
his theological studies in the college of 
St Sultice. After two years of stuily there 
he returned to Ireland and entered St. Pat- 
rick's college at Carlow. He was ordained 
to the priesthood at this place November 
6,1SG5. He returned to America in 1866

The late Bishop O'Rielly transferred him 
from these places after eight and one-half 
years of pastorate in January, 1880, to 
Adams, to succeed Rev. Father McCourt, 
who died a short time before. Since go- 
ing to A dams he has worked earnestly 
and zealously for the welfare of his peo- 
ple and several years ago cleared away 
the heavy debt which hung over his 
parish. He has recently purchased land 
and will build a new church in Adams this 
fall. Father Moran is an ardent temper- 
auce worker and last spring led the move- 
ment which resulted in a no license vote 
in this town.

Rev. Thomas J. Conaty, D.D., rector of 


the Church of the Sacred Heart, Worces- 
ter, is the organizer and first president of 
the Springfield Diocesan Temperance 
union. He was born in County Cavan, 
Ireland, August 1,1847, and was brought 
to this country in his fourth year, his par- 
ents locating in Taunton. His preliminary 
education 
was obtained 
in Taunton 


schools. He decided to study for the min- 
istry and entered Montreal college De- 
cember 31, 1863,where he remained.for 
the rest of the scholastic year. The fol- 
lowing September he entered Holy Cross 
college, Worcester, from which he was 
graduated with highest honors in June, 
1S69. 
He began his theological studies in

Montreal seminary in September of the 
same j;ear, and was ordained a priest of 
the diocese of Springfield at Christmas, 
1S72. 
Father Conaty was appointed assis- 


tant pastor of St. John's church of Wor- 
cester, the rector of which is the Right 
Rev. Mgr. Thomas Griffin^D.D,. chancel- 
lor of the diocese. His splendid abilities 
Mere soon shown, and about live years 
aiter his appointment, in 1877, when it was 
thought advisable to organise a union of 
the temperance societies of the diocese he- 
was, entrusted with the important ^\ork. 
The national union recognized his valua- 
ble servicus in this work,.and at a conven- 
tion in 1885 at New Haven, Ct., he was 
elected president of the national union. 
In January, 1880, Father Conaty wa ap- 
pointed rector of Sacred Heart parish, 
Worcester. In 1889, at the Centennial of 
the University of Georgetown, the degree 
of D.D. was conlerred upon him.

Cor.aty is an eloquent rector and man of 
flue literary taete. He is editor of the 
Catholic School and Home Magazine, and 
is connected with many Catholic societies. 
Dr. Conaty has prominently identified 
himself with the Irish cause, and his 
humanity became apparent in his appeals 
and work for the starving Irish peasantry. 
The doctor is one ol the Catholic divines 
of more than national reputation.

Shaw, T. E. Kerrigan, T. J. Carroll and 
Thomas J. Lynch. At a subsequent meet- 
ing of delegates trom the societies, a per- 
manent organisation wab cfl'eetcd with 
Mr. Larkin as president, William H. Grady 
of Springfield as vice president, George H. 
Brown of Worcester as secretary and 
treasurer, and James A. Reagan of North 
Adams, J. D. Kellcy of Holyoke and T. F. 
Hannstin oi Cbicopee Falls as the mem- 
bers of the board of government. Mr. 
Larkin, the president of the association, is 
also the recording secretary of the di- 
ocesan temperance union, which office he 
has held for eight years. He has been 
closely identified Tvith the temperance 
movement for the past thirteen years, 
joining the famous bt. John's cadets of 
Worcester when he was thirteen years 
old. 
He is one of the best known temper- 


nnce men in the diocese, having attended 
all the conventions for the past ten years. 
His work as a reporter on the Worcester 
Daily Spy brought him into cl^se com- 
munication vvuOh the amnteur athletes of 
his city and when a new scheme had to be 
devised to continue the work he broached 
the subject of athletics to the board of 
gov eminent oi the union and the present 
athletic association is' due largely to his 
cilorts.

history is almost the history of the C itho- 
iic people of Worcester because lor a 
great many years atter its organization 
it was the only Catholic society in the 
city, and it represented the Catholics in 
all public demonstrations. Its path has 
not been strewn with roses, but it was 
made up of men whose courage was in- 
domitable, and it has overcome all obsta- 
cles. 
Until recently the society was 


looked upon as the "old men's" society of 
the city, but those "old men" were only 
laying a foundation stone for the young 
men whom they knew would have to carry 
on the work, and they have done much to 
attract those young men into the folds of 
the society, with the result thattheyonng 
men almost outnumber the veterans.

Nt. Anue's Society. 


The St. A.me's Temperance society of 


Worcester, is the second oldest Catholic 
temperance society in that city, having 
been orgimUed Octobers, 1883, BjfBev. 


mforturate ones who have been addicted 
to the use of liquor. The soc'ety at its 
earliest dote took a liking to military, and 
the company which has represented it in 
the annual prize drills at the former field 
days of the union was of the best as tne 
large number of handsome flags which 
adorn the society's rooms will attest. The 
literary features were not forgotten in the 
general work of the society and they have 
resulted in turning out several young men 
•nlio can express their opinions on any 
question in whjcb >the> *ro interested. 
The society early in its lutory gavsits at- 
tentjon to athletics and one of tbe best 
t-quipped gymuasjuirH. in the city at the 
City a tae time it was established was one 
oi the privileges enjoyed by the Sf. Anne's 
l>oj<i. Thisgymnasiii-u bad us one of its 
Jeaturcs a running track which laid the 
foundation of some of the best runners in 
New England. Tae advantages of the 
gymnasium attracted many young men to 
UJG society. The society i6 nothing if not 
or,glnal and it never holds an entertain- 
ment but the people of the city wonder 
what new idea will be introduced. Its so- 
cial eifairs are always looked forward to 
with feelinge of pleasure. All these de- 
partments of the society's work have been 
established with one object in view, and 
that has been to further the cause of tem- 
perance among the young men of the city. 


St. Paul's Lyceum. 


The St. Paul's Lyceum, although the 


youngest temperance society in Worces- 
ter, is a very lusty infant and for a young- 
ster it has made a most enviable reputa- 
tion for itself, not only in the cause of 
temperance but also on the athletic lield 
where some of its members have won for 
themselves and their society champion- 
ship honors. It was the first society ever 
organized in St. Paul's parish and it had 
its start in, a call issued by Rev. Thomas 
S. Hanrahan, November 13,1889. Father 
Hanrahan has been its spiritual director 
ever since, his untiring energy and inter- 
est in the welfare of the society endear- 
ing him greatly to every member. The 
membership of the lyceum was by no 
means confined to the young men of St. 
Paul's church, the inducements offered 
attracting young men from every section 
of the city and now there is not a Catholic 
church in the city which is not repre- 
sented on its roll of members. Among 
those to whom the members ot the lyceum 
look with feelings of gratitute for their 
work in the interest of the society are 
Timothy J. McAnliffe, the very mention 
of whose name brings up the lyceum; 
John P. McKoan, the present president; 
Rupert H. Murray, an ex-president and a 
teacher in the public schools; Robert T. 
Keenan, another teacher, John M. Kee- 
nan, an artist whose cuts have adorned 
the pages of the Worcester papers and 
some of whose work will be found in this 
issue of the TRANSCRIPT; and many' 
others of similar standing. Early in the 
history of the society considerable atten- 
tion was paid to debates and literary ex- 
ercises, and it is safe to say that no other 
society in Worcester has made such a rep- 
utation in this line as the lyceum. In or- 
der to encourage this kind of work, liter- 
ary, glee and elocution clubs have been 
formed in the society, and their meeting 
nights bring oat large crowds as they are 
always sure to be interesting and profita- 
ble. The members of the society, how- 
ever, realized that a healthy mind needs 
a healthy body, and in order to bring 
about the latter, an athletic club was 
formed with such success that the lyceum 
has the honor of winning the champion- 
ship of the Springfield diocese twice. The 
members of the athletic club include some 
whose reputation is not confined to Wor- 
cester or the Springfield diocese. Chief 
among them are Jere D. Delaney, one of 
the best middle distance runners in New 
England; Timothy P. O'Connor, J. M. 
Gallagher, D. F. O'Brien-and others who 
have helped to adorn the rooms of the 
society by the prizes which they won 
on the athletic fields all over New Eng- 
land. While the lyceum has made its rep- 
utation iu all the paths referred to, it has 
not forgotten its prime object—that of 
temperance. 


Catbolic Youus Hen's Lyceum. 


This is among the most flourishing of 


the young men's societies of the Spring- 
field diocese. It was established in 1885 
by Rev. Dr. Conaty, to whose pariah it be- 
longs. Ithas na(J tbe Dcnefi' of his care 
an<f direction and is now in a very pros- 
perous condition. Its members are in 
great part young men, who in their boy- 
hood were pledged to total abstinence as 
the boys of St. Aloyseus and hence many 
have been under the influence of temper- 
ance all their lives. The Lyceum has al- 
ways maintained a football eleven and a 
first-class ball nine, and it has insisted 
that all should be all year round temper- 
cemaa. It has

The St. Jerome T. A. B. society of IIo> 


yoke needs no introduction to the people of 
North Adams and vicinity. Neither is there 
need to detail the important part it has 
played as & member of the Diocesan imion, 
jU bringing about the holding of the 
Annual field day, for trom the time the 
idea was conceived down to the tune the 
first field day of the societies of Hampden 
county was held at Springfield, it Pxerted 
its influence to induce the societies of the 
union to establi&h a day on which all the 
societies might meet together annually. 
From the time the society was organized 
twenty-six years ago by the Rev. P. J. 
Harkins, down to the present time its 
influence and wprk in spreading the prin- 
ciples of total Abstinence in Holyoke, 
particularly among the young men, has 
attracted the attention of temperance 
people all over the state. It is the special 
pride of the society to point to the many 
men who have held positions of public 
trust and responsibility, while members of 
the society. Among the mosjt prominent 
are William Kelly, the first president of 
the society and for tw elve years a member 
of the school boaid. Edward O'Connor, 
superintendent of streets for five years 


treasury, the outlook was notvery encour- 
raging, but where there's a will there's a 
way. 
At this time the old Methodist 


church, situated on Perkins street, was of- 
fered for .sale. It was bought for $2,125, 
and during the past eight years $4,000 has 
been fpant fixing it over. On the first 
floor are situated the reading and smoking 
rooms, parlor, bath-rooms and sanitaries. 
On the upper"flotir isjthe hall where meet- 
ings and enterjafeihents are held. This 
hall will accommodate 600 people and is 
one of the handsomest mteting halls in 
the diocete. The property is now free 
from debt and is worth at least $7,000. The 
first president, Jas. J. Crean, served for 
eighteen months; the second president, 
M.. P. H. Houlihan, held office for six 
months; the third piebident, P. E. Bowe, 
served for e ght yeass, irom January 26, 
1835, 
to January 2*5, 1894; the iourth presi- 


dent, John W. Trehy, cow a resident of 
Boston, served for sx months; the fifth 
president, John J. Hogan, served for six 
months; the sixth president, Charles J. 
O'Brien, served for six months and before 
being elected president he served as finan- 
cial secretary ten years. The present 
president of the society, D. J.'Haggerty, 
was elected in August of this year, and 
Patrick Rourke was elected treasurer for 
the eleventh consecutive year. This soci- 
ety has been very fortunate in its officers, 
who have all labored indefatigably for its 
welfare. The society at present numbers 
125 members, but the good that it does 
should not be calculated by this number 
It has a strong influence in the commun- 
ity. An influence that is felt, for among 
its numbers are many prominent citizens,

and a member "of the board of aldermen 
for three years; Maurice Lynch of the 
firm of Lynch Brothers, a member of the 
board of aldermen; M. J. Griffin, city 
clerk for seven years, mayor one year, 
now postmaster; Edward Kane the pres- 
ent city clerk; J. J. Linnehan, president 
of the society; a member of the city coun- 
cil; J. F. Sullivan, assessor for ten years and 
mayor for three years; Thomas Connor, a 
member of tie city council for three years 
and serving his second term on the school 
board; Lawyer T. D. O'Brien, city clerk 
for three years; T. F. Bresnihan, head 
clerk in the post office; John C. Sullivan, 
registrar in the water commissioner's 
office; John F. O'Connor, president of 
the common council; M. F. Walsh, a 
prominent business man; "William Moore, 
a member of the school board; J. J. Dowd 
and J. Kelly, the board of assessors, and 
many others who are recognized as prom- 
Jnent and influential citizens of Holyoke. 
The society's spiritual director, Bev. P. J. 
Donnelly is to a great degree responsible 
for the present flattering condition of the 
society, which has four hundred names on 
its book*. The society is carrying quite a 
debt on its building at the present time, 
yet the future prospects look very bright. 


ST. JOSEPHS OFC11ICOPEE. 


A Soeiely with » Gratifying Hiatorjr

St. Joseph's Temperance society of 


Chicopee, one of the loading societies of 
the Springfield Diocesan union, was or- 
ganized January 28, 1884. A few years

builded better than they knew and the re- 
sults obtained are very gratifying. The 
spiritual director of the society is Eev.

Under his careful 
guidance the St. Joseph Temperance eo- 
ciety can do naught but prosper, and the 
day is not far distant when its member- 
ship roll will be as large as any society in 
the diocese of Springfield. 


ST. BEBXAHDS OF FITCHBUBG. 


A. Prosperous Society with a Very 


Interesting History. 


For over thirteen years the good work 


done by St. Bernard's Total Abstinence 
society has been felt and appreciated by 
the people ot Fitchburg. For some years 
previous to this, work in the temperance 
line had been almost if not entirely ne- 
glected. This caused Bev. J. P. Garrigan, 
D. D., then pastor of St. Bernard's church, 
to call a meeting of men interested in the 
cause ot temperance. About thirty men 
responded to the call And April 27, 1883, 
was organized a society which is today 
one of the foremost in the diocese. This 
society, when first organized, had a two- 
fold object in view, that of a benefit as 
well as a temperance one. So many diffi- 
culties were found to attend 
the 


former 
feature that in November, 


18S6, 
it was determined to discontinue it. 


From the organisation of the society t 
November, 18S5, the meetings were he 


-74 i- 


in the library-room of the church. In the 
following January better quarters were 
secured in Choate's block, corner Main 
and Laurel strests. The SDoiety remained 
here till the fall of 18S3, 
when it removed 


to better and more convenient rooms in 
the basement of a schoolhouse on First 
street. Here it occupied a hall for meet- 
ing purposes, a gymnasium, a- pool and 
billiard room and a bathroom, all of 
which were heated by steam. Daring all 
these years the society grew slowly, but 
so surely that its good influence was felt 
throughout tha whole community. 
In 


the fait of 1890 Rav. Fr. Feehan, com- 
menced the erection of another school 
building at the corner of Middle 
and 


Second streets. 
This structure was com- 


pleted about the middle of January, 1891. 
Here still larger and more pleasant quair 
ters had been prepared for the society. 
Thesejooms, which comprise a hall for 
meeting and social purposes, a pool and 
billiard, reception, library 
and bath 


rooms, were dedicated the latter part of 
January, 1891, with appropriate exercises. 
All theae rooms were lighted by electricity 


and heated by steam. The sixth annua 
field day of the Springlield Diocesai 
union was held in Fitchburg the first 
Monday in September, 1887,under the aua 
pices of St. Bernard's society. Everjthin- 
was carried out i n the best of order and ii 
proved to be a success in every way. 
About the first of May, 1882, a drum corps 
was organized. It consisted of sixteen 
pieces 
and 
proved a 
pleasing feat- 


ure in connection 
with the society. 


The officers of this society are a president, 
two vice-presidents, recording and finan- 
cial secretaries, treasurer, sergeant-aV 
arms, librarian, a board of five trustees, 
and a ways and means i ommittee. Fr<—< 
the organization of the society in 1SF" it 
has increased its membership from for'v 
to about 400. The good work done by this 
society cannot be estimated in a mann-ir 
to do it justice. St. Bernard's Total/•>- 
stinence society is known all over tbe 
diocese.
